The fields of search outlined by the Examiner for at least Groups I, II and in are substantially 
coextensive, and thus no additional searching burden would be placed on the Examiner. 

Moreover, while acquiescence in a restriction requirement and the attendant filing of a divisional 
application(s) surely represents the "path of least resistance", the cumulative Government filing, Issue and 
Maintenance fees alone involved in pursing such course of action currently totals almost $10,000, which 
seems a high price indeed to spare the Examiner from a minor additional searching effort. 
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
